Ardthe Appropriation Bilis are Yet Behind in Their 
Course—The General Condition of Business—

WASHINGTON, June 27.—In pursuance of 


the policy agreed upon atthe democratic 
caucus jast week, the present week in the 
house of representatives will be devoted to 
the consideration of appropriation bills and 
bills declaring ferfeitures of land grants. 
Enough of the sundry civil appropriation bill 
remains to be considered to occupy the time 
of the house for a day or two at the beginning 
ofthe week, and before itis finally disposed 
of, the appropriations committee will have 
placed the general deficiency appropriation 
bill on thecalendar. This will leave but one 
general appropriation bill—the fortification 
bills—to be reported to the house. On Wed- 
nesday and Thursday the committe on public 
lancs will call up the northern pacific land 
grant forfeiture bill, and itis the present 
intention to allow a day’s debate on the meas- 
ure before putting it on its passage. If the 
temp«r of the house is favorable, this bill will 
be followed by other forfeitures bills in the 
orderin which they stand on the calendar, 
and theirconsideration and necessary action 
upon the conference reports will fill out the 
week. 

Appsiently insurmountable parliamentary 
obstacies threaten to thwart Morrison in his 
desire to secure the action of the house on his 
resolution directing the redemption of United 
States securities to the extent of the treasury 
surplus. The resolution is not privileged un- 
cer the :ecent rules of the house, nor is the 
bill providing for a new naval establishment, 
but in each case it isthe determination of the 
promotor to secure some action by the house 
during the next ten days, if it be within the 
bounds of possibility. 

IN THE SENATE. 

In the senate it is proposed to devote. one 
day this week to the,censideration of the ve- 
to of the Desmoine river land bill, and anoth- 
er to executive business, if so much time is re- 
quired. Tomorrow the bill providing'for the 
adjustment of land}grants, which stands as un- 
finished business, will be discussed. Itis ex- 
pected that the rest of the week will be devot- 
ed to the legislative and the postoflice appro- 
priation bills, the latter coming up on the dis- 
agreeing report of the conferees. The river 
and harbor bill will be reported, but will not 
be taken up until next week. As 
the fiscal year will expire be- 
fore the end of the present week, 

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 

The following is a summary statement of 
the present condition of the regular annual 
appropriation bills:

Awaiting the president’s approval—The

Passed both houses, but now in the hands of 
conference committees—The postoffice, the 
army. the District of Columbia, the agricul- 
tural, the consular and diplomatic and the 
pension bills, and only one of the regular ap- 
propriation bills has yet become a law. 
Congress will be required to make tem- 
porary provision for the executive de- 
partments. This is expected to be done 
by passing a resolution authorizing the 
continuance forafew days of the expendi- 
turcs for the several branches service upon 
ihe basis of theappropriations forthe present 
year. This may give rise to a short discus- 
sion. The policy of anticipating appropria- 
tions is citicised; as leading to confusion, by 
reason of the fact that the expenditures are 
thus often made upon accounts for which it is 
afterwards found congress makes no provis- 
ion at a 1 in the regular appropriation bill.

MR. RANDALL’S BILL. 

Mr. Randall will tomorrow introduce his 
tariff bill inthe house. The bill, he says, 
dces not contain anything novel or extraor- 
oidinary, and isdesigned to buildup much 
needed industries, revive those that are lan- 
guishing, and remove inequalities in existing 
laws. Hedoes not claim the bill is a com- 

lete or a perfect measure of tariff revision, 

ut holds that it is a decided step in the right 
direction, and a sufficient indication of the 
policy that should be pursued in remodeiling 
the tariff and revenue laws. The changes in 
sates proposed are to go into effect the first of 
January, 1887. Many of the proposed changes 
have already been published. Some of the 
most important are as follows:

The bill repeals all forms of internal reve- 
nue taxation upon tobacco of every descrip- 
tion and all laws restricting its sale and dis- 
position by farmers and producers after Octo- 
ber l next. Itallowsa drawback or a rebate 
of the full amount taxes paidon tobacco of 
every description held by manufacturers or 
cealers at the time the repeal goes 
inte effect. It also permits, from and after 
the paseage of the act, the manufacture and 
tele of fruit brandies and wines, free of inter- 
pal revenue taxes. 7. Salt in Se 
cents per hundred pounds, and in bulk four 
cents per hundred pounds. The main features 
of the Hewitt bill aro incorporated, including 
the clause removing the duty on alcohol used 
in the arts, the tobacco wrapper clause and 
administrative clauses.

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FROZEN ON THE ORAIRIEBS. 


The Terrible Experience of a Wanderer in a 
Dakota Blizzard, 


CHEYENNE, June 27.—On the eastern bound 
train y Wasan unfortanate man 
whose lower limbs were witcred contortions 
—appalling mementoes of a Dakota blizzard. 
This waf John Forrester, who came to the 
northwest from Virginia in 1880. He engaged 
in the freighting business in Dakota and eross- 
ed the high prairies with his teas until the 
winter of 1884. 

In the November of that year he was caught 
in one of the blizzards that blow only in Da- 
kota. He was on a high, narrow divide when 
the fnrious mass of ice and snow, driven by a 
raging wind, struck him. Being by himself 
he realized that it was imperative to obtain 
shelter of some kind. Accordingly he turned 
h's mules from the beaten road, and endeavor: 
ed to gaina stretch of broken country some 
half amile distant. Fighting his way inch 
by inch, he succeeded in reaching a deep guich. 
Here he halted, and amid the howling and 
cruel stings of the storm, made what prepara- 
tions were possible for self preservation. It 
was then evening. That night a!l four of his 
mules died from the driven cold and Forrester’s 
feet were both frozen. 

The next day the storm increased in fury, 
and when night came Forrest@®s legs were 
both frozen tothe knees. His hands and arms 
he managed to preserve by thumping against 
his body. Wrapping himeelf in his blankets 
he passed a second awful night, and when the 
dawn came gray and murky through the hurt- 
ling ice bolts, Forrester knew that he was fro- 
zen stiff from bis feet to his hips. About ten 
o’clock that morning the storm abated, and by 
four in thé afternoon it was almost over. 
Dragging himselfto where his provisions were, 
the frozen man succeeded in getting something 
to eat, the first for forty hours. 

And now began a horrible experience. 
Knowing that the only hopa for saving his 
life was to draw the frost from his limbs, 
Forrester succeeded in stripping those limbs 
of their garments, and buried himself to the 
bips in a snow-drift. He kept up this treat- 
ment for two days, sufiering the most excru- 
ciating agony as the frost left the flesh and 
bone in which it had so deeply planted itself. 
For three long weeks Forrester lived in his 
horrible situation. Using the woodwork of 
bis wagon for fuel, he mavaged to cook enough 
to, keep the soul in hi3 ruined body. Day 
after day the miserable man dragged himself 
on his narrow rouuds until the passage of his 
he)pless limbs wore deep furrows in the hard 
soil. ‘To add to the miery of his situation the 
dead mules began to decay and an intolerable 
stench filled the camp. The iast afil.ction, 
however, was the eventual cause of his rescue. 
A party of freighters passing along the road 
were led by the stench to meke an investiga- 
tion and Forrester was found. 

He was taken to the settlements and ten- 
derly cared for, but his limbs were hopelessly 
helpless. He is now, after two years spent in 
the vain attempt to benefit his limbs, on his 
way to friends and relatives in Baltimore, 


KILLED HIS WIFE, 


Cicero Chandler Does a Wicked Piece of Bas- 
iness. 


CHATTANOOGA,Tenr., June 27.—[Special.]— 
Tonight about 7:30, Ciceroj}Chandler, a. negro 
living in the lower end of the city, shot his 
wife twice, one bullet penetrating the left lung 
and inflicting a fatal wound. Chandler was 
drunk and going to his home, and finding his 
wife away,became enraged and swore he would 
shoot her when she came. Presently shearrived 
and an altercation ensued, duriug which the 
women struck him with a stick. Chandler 
then drew his revolver and shot her. Sie 
turned to run, and he fired three other shots, 
ore hitting the fleeing woman andthe other 
two taking effect in the fleshy part of the 
thigh of Frank Bidder, a negro, who was 
sia ding some distance away in rangeof the 
pistol. Chandler was arrested and put in 
jail.

The Disastrous End of a Sunday Sailing Ex- 
cursion, 

PROVIDENCE, R. 1., June 27.—E. G, Farmer, 
his wife and their daughter Mamie, aged six 
years, Mr. C. W. Girsch, his wife and two 
ehildren, both men belonging to the firm of 
Farmer Girsch & Co,, engravers and printers, 
and William G. Lrayton. their traveling sales- 
man and his wife, all went for a sail down the 
bay in the sail boat Wanderer. They reached 
Bristol safely, and after a 
short stop, started towards 
Prudence Island. The wind was blowing 
strong, and Mr. Brayton, who was sailing the 
boat was unable to manage it. 

When entering Potter’s Cove the boat cap- 
sized, and five of the party, Mrs, Farmer and 
her daughter, William Rrayton and the two 
Girsch children were drowned. 


SLAUGHTERED BY INDIANS, 


Six Mexicans Killed by Hostile Braves. 


NOGALES, Arizona, June 27.—Advices from 
Fort “Huachuca say that the chief of the 
scouts, under Captain Lawton, arrived at that 
piace yesterday. Le reports the killing of 
five Mexican wood choppers, near San Augus- 
tine mine, seventy miles from Mazdalena, on 
the Sonora river, by the hostiles. Captain 
Lawton is still on the trail between Van- 
amique and Senaquipe, Mexico. 

GUAYMA, Mex. June 27.—Word has been re- 
ceived here that a band of Yaqui Indians at- 
tacked a mule train loaded with freight, near 
Becon, on the 24th inst., and killed two men 
and captured thirty mules. A later report 
saysa lieutenant colonel (name not ascer- 
tained) and sixteen soldiers were killed by 
the Yaquis, near Potan. 


He Will Die. 

CHATTANOOGA,Tenn., June 27.—/[Special.]— 
Wiltiam Frudell, a workman in the 5th ward, 
was found lying near the corner of Third and 
Chestnut streets this afternoon with a frac: 
tured skull, having been struck in the head 
with a large stone lying near by. His assail- 
ant was unknown. Frudel was very drunk, 
and being stunned by his wound, could give 
no account of himself. He will die. 


Drowned in the Alabama. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 27.--[Special.]— 
William Forsyth, a white man employed at 
Adams’ cotton factory, was drowned in the 
Alabama river here today. He was in swim- 
ming, took the cramps, and sank and perished 
before help could reach him. He leaves a wife 
and several children. The body has not been 
recovered yet.

Anoth- 
er part of the population is neither discontent- 
ed, miserable nor disloyal, The pro- 
posed legislation would place the 
lcyal and worthy minority at the mercy 
ofthe mutinous and worthless. It is the least 
promising expedient ever proposed to recover 
shaken allegiance.

tions among the  %imembers of the 
cabinet. I complied, ‘and the 
paper was Circulated not at my request but at 
Gladstone’s special desire. Gladstone did not 
adopt my suggestions, and I did not think 
it worth my while to press them. They 
were never’ discussed by _ the cabi- 
net. The premier now invites me .to 
publish them. Ibope that at some future time, 
when lamina position to develop them in the 
tight of official information, I may be enabled to 
submit them togeneral criticisms. Meanwhile lam 
more dispcsedto divert attention from the govern- 
ments proposals toalternatives only formulated for 
Gladstone’s private meditations. All I will per- 
mit myself to say is that they differ in every essen- 
tial particular from the gvernment plan-—-above 
all in this: that they do not contemplate the 
establishment of a separate, practically independ- 
ent, legislative body at Dublin. On the coutrary,

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HOME, THE SPIRITUALIST, DEAD, 


W RITES. 


A Remarkable American Medium Whose 
Tricks Astonished All Europe. 

Lonpon, June 27.—Daniel Douglas Home, 
the spiritualist, is dead. He was fifty-three 
years of age. Home was by birth a Scotcsh- 
map. Hewas born near Edinburgh in 1833 
and went to America with his aun. when nine 
years of age. It is recorded of him that re- 
maikable spiritual manifestations attended 
him from early infancy. When but fourteen 
he hed a vision of a deceased playmate, which 
established his mediumistic power and de- 
termined his furure career. Three years later 
he became publicly known as a medium, and 
has since been one of the leading figures in the 
+piritualistic world. He drifted through several 
New York and New England towns and was a 
femiliar figure in Troy, Newburg, Lebanon, 
Conn., and Springfield, Mass. His ‘' powers’ 
included the ordinary phenomena of rapping, 
table-tipping, slate-writing, playing upon mu- 
sical instruments, materialization of disem- 
bodied spirits, “levitation,” or the preternatu- 
ral pplifting of the medium by unseen force ; 
elongating and shortening of his body to the 
extent of several inches, and the handling of 
fire and of heated objects without harm to 
bimeelf. He alsoclaimed to have performed 
mystezious cures and to have been himself 
protected from sudden danger. In 1555, 
having establisbed a reputation among the 
weak-minded of two continents, he went 
abroed and was the object of much attention 
throughout Europe, giving exhibitions of his 
so called supernatural powers before the en- 
perors of France, Russia and the Pope. In 
1£64 he was ordered to quit Reme, the author- 
ities being unwilling to allow a porson of his 
mysterious abilities to remain in the Papal 
dominions. He married a Russian lady of 
noble birth, who died four years later aad of 
whom memorial sketches were written by 
Mary Howitt and Mrs, S.C. Hall, In 1866 he 
became acquainted. in Loudon with a Mrs, 
Jane Lyon, an English widow, and having 
made her a dupe to the spiritualiatic trickery, 
was made by her the r tof large sum3

She heard that when he was in 
the lunatic asylum he believed as his delusion 
that his soul was sold to the devil. She did 
not wish to become a party to any such weird 
partnership. Further evidence showed that 
the plaintiff had “drunk more than was good 
for him.’”’ Hehad been charged with felon- 
ecusly shooting at a man, and had been affect- 
ed by afliliation proceedings, but notwithstand- 
ing these grounds for her recanting, the jury 
gave himatenth of his claim, being about 
(500. Thelady then declared that the sum 
would be paid, and that it was wroth that to 
get ridof him. The case is said to be the first 
of the kind in Ireland in very many years. 


A Political Sensation in Spain. 

MADRID, June 27,—Premier Segasta, reply- 
ing to a question in the chamber of deputies, 
said ifhe ever found himself in the presence 
ofa republican. majority in the parliament, 
and that majority legally signified its inten- 
tion of altering the form of government, he 
weuld submit the question to the national 
will for -decision. Later. he modified 
his statement somewhat, by giving strong 
monarchial assurances. The incident how- 
ever, bas caused a sensation in political cir- 
cles, and has excited much displeasure in 
court and Catholic circles. 
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CHASED BY A SNAKE,

NEWPORT, June 26.—John Harding started 
from his Blooming Grove farm to visit this 
town on business this morning.

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QUANTRILL 


ANOTHER CHAPTERJOF THE LIFE 
OF THE GUBRILLA. 


Not 80 Bleck as He Was Painte’, Though Dark 
Enough in Fact--His Aunt s Heroine—The 
tTrue Original of “ Barbara Frietechiec” the 
Wite of Quentrill’s Honored Uucie. 


Cortr™mets, O., June 25.—Concerning Quan- 
trill, the guerilla, many new incidents have 
beentold me by his former schoolmate at 
Canal Dover, W. W. Scott. 

“I don’t believe he was half the villain that 
he has been painted,” said Mr. Scott. “He 
manifesied no pnrticular spirit of meanness 
when he was a boy among us, and the western 
atrocities charged to him were not ali of his 
doing. His men often divided up into squads. 
Esch squad sought and robbed in the name of 
Quantrill. And so Quantri!l was ubiquitous. 
He was reported as doing some devilment at 
several places, widely apart, on the same day. 
He adopted this scheme possibly to divert any 
knowledge of his real whereabouts, and to im- 
press the territory with the magical terror of 
his name,” 

To prove his idea that Quantrill was not 
guilty of so much cruelty as charged in print, 
Mr. Scott has the letters of several western 
people who met Quantrill in war and in peace. 
1. B. Savage, of Lawrence, Kansas, has written 
a Jeitter, describing the conduct of the guerilla 
when that city was sacked and destroyed. 
The story told by Mr. Savage is that Quantrill, 
to please his old friend Stevens, agreed to pro- 
tect the strangers at the Eldridge house. He 
escorid them aut the back door and downa 
path tothe Whitney house, kept bya man 
naroed Stone. There they were told to stay, 
aud were glad of the privilege. Stone himself 
was killed, but not by Quantrill’s order, and 
much to his subsequent anger. One of 
the gang had admired aring on the finger of 
Stone’s daughter. He demanded it with 
a cocked pistol, and the girl obeyed. 

Quantirill heard of it and ordered the vil- 
lianto give it back or suffer death. The 
wretch obeyed, but came around again to par- 
ley with the fatherand pick a quarrel. The old 
man resented avy further foolishness and was 
shot dead before any word coald be sent to 
Quantrill for protectien. Retribution came 
quickly enough. When Quantrill rode up 
and found the daughter crying over her mar- 
dered parent, there was an instant order for 
the villian, who had ridden away. “Briag 
him here,” was the order to a lientenant. 
The villian was found and did not deny the 
deed. claiming his right to rob and killas he 
chese. Another second and Quantrill’s pistol 
sentabullet through his skull,and he fell 
deed near his own victim. 

This was Quantrill’s method of discipline. 
He iuled his men likea tyrant. They dared 
not drink. A dronken follower was shot dead 
with no mcre mercy than if he had beena 
coyote. His men feared him, and yet they 
kiew they could only be successful under his 
leadership. They found fault with him at 
Luwrence that they were not allowed to kill 
everybody. Quantrill himself had proposed 
this indiscriminate death for every prisoner, 
but he was generally the firstto grow weak 
and relent. He proposed when at Richmond 
to get his commission as a colonel, that his 
band should be allowed to hoist the black flag 
—Wwhich meant death to captives. There was 
mercy in the confederate government and 
Quantrill was refused permission—and some 
say bis commisrsion—because of his bloodthirst- 
iness. But he raised the black flag anyhow. 
He was more ofa man than the James or 
Younger brothers. He was imbued with an 
idca that his destiny was to be as a great leader 
of men, a Napoleon, a founder of a new empire 
in the west. His early historical reading at 
Carpal Dover bad fired in him a desire for 
greatness. A man who Enew him intimately 
describes bim as “a lazy looking man, with a 
suioc¢th face but picrcing eyes, which looked 
rightat you. He was slender, but in all his 
linbe, back and neck physically perfect.” 

There is a remarkable romauce in Quan- 
trilis life. For a beardless blonde boy of 
twenty-five to go from the school room to the 
saddle, and then for four years to lead the 
most cesperate band of men known to any 
history, is thrilling in its comparison. And 
even bisdeath is a matter of dispute. His 
mether at Dover secretly hopes every day that 
ber son William will come home before the 
sun goes down behind the Tuscarawas hiils. 
Many of his old followers swear that they 
have seen him since his reported death. Ouae 
claims to have found him in Oregon calmly 


1e crossed the ocean, and that the man who 
died in the Louisville hospital was not Qaan- 
trill, but a. confederate of his command. 
But this is all a part of the _ veil 
which covers his history. Afterthe war the 
mother saw the reports of her son’s death, and 
scxt word to Thompson Quantrill, another 
son, then in Kansas, to find out the trath. 
Thompson visited Judge Wagstaff at Paola, 
Kansas, and inquired for his brother. Before 
Jeaving he borrowed a pistol from the jadge 
and a pony from his daughter. Word was 
sent to JIndge Woodson, of Independence, to 
whom Thompson was going for further infor- 
mation. Woodson remonstrated with the 
thief, who said he didn’t mean to steal, but 
only teok a ride. No one ever heard of 
Thompsom in that section, and they believed 
that he was killed by some enemies of his 
brotker.

HIS WICKED UNCLE,

stories about the guerilla have confounded him 
with his uncle, who was a bad man but not as 
a guerilla. Gath hasmade the mistake of 
muking Quantrill the son of his uncle. There 
is not much wonder at this forthe uncle was 
a bard lot. He wasunlike his brother, the 
guerilla’s father, who became a village school 
professor. The Maryland Quantrill flourished 
in his devilment before the Kansas terror 
was born. Hisname was Jesse D. E. Quan- 
trill. He was a villian with no redeeming 
traits. Somewhere in the thirties he married 
ayoung woman near Williamsport, Md., and 
amonth after the marriage celebrated the 
honey moon season by going t jail for frauda- 
lent bankruptcy. His bride went to jail with 
him. When released they fled from disgrace 
ané livedin St. Louis. There he again broke 
into jail, but bis wife’s tears and pleadings re- 
leased him. He started for Maryland, but 
committed forgery on a steamboat coming into 
Cincinnati. Here he was tried and spent 
seven months in jail. When he arrived at 
Hagerstown he kept on at the forgery busi- 
nessand was sentenced to three years ia 4 
Penpsylvavia bastile. His wife, broken 
hearted and disgraced, secured a divorce from 
the Maryland legislature. He vowed revenge.

She lived 
off the line of Jackson’s march, and did not 
even bave a flag to wave. It was Mrs, South- 
worth, the novel writer, who sug- 
gested the poem to Whittier and 
ber information was not authentic—a 
fact which has always been seriously 
by the Quantrill family. The real heroine of 
Frederick died some four yoars ago. She was 
a young woman of thirty-two when she de- 
fied the confederate army alone, and not 
gray-baired, as Whittier has the heroine of 
his poem. She was a frequent writer of poetry 
herself, and had been a teacher in the Fred- 
erick schools. Her daughter, Virgie, who 
was with her on that day, is the wife of Perry 
Brown, now employed in the government 
printing oftice at Washington. 


AMONG THE F. F. V. 


A Glance at the Mode of Life of the Oldest 
Virginia Families. 
From the Philadeiphia Times. 

Virginia’s “first families” can be found all 
over the state, but nowhere in such purity 
and antiquity as in Stafford county, the home 
of Governor Lee. The county is not very 
large and by no means prosperous, but 16 
stands first as the exponent of all that is con- 
veyed by the expression “F.F.V.” Nearly 
every family here can trace its origin by lia- 
eal descent to the first English settlers, while 
not a few can speak of their great-great grand- 
fathersand grandmothers as lord and lady 
so-and-so. Thecounty is named after the 
famous earl of Stafford, and not afew of its 
people are descended from the family of that 
nobleman. Before the war these people lived 
in the style of nobility, :f withoutits name, 
and now thatthe course of events has reduced 
their means they preserve English customs in 
all except the splendor which only wealth c 
afford. | 

In the first place, each family has its littl 
domain, and, however small, it has an impe 
ing English name, just as if it were an ear 
dom. Somerset, Richland, Aberdeen, Lenne 
and Wayside are a few of the namesof. sm 
farm houses nestling in the Stafford pines aad 
surrounded by thousands of acres of partially 
cultivated lands. These houses are frame 
generally two stories high, and the p orest of 
them is surrounded by a iawn, through which 
runs one or more carriage drives. One would 
expect to see castles when coming in view o 
the beautiful lawns and the centuried oaks, 
and would feel disappointed at the little white 
bourses at the end of the drives; but there isa 
eort of rustic harmony in the picture after all. 
Seated in the verandahs at evening and look- 
ing out on the oak canopied swards, you 
would forget the absence of the castle, and, if 
you were an Englishman, fancy yourself 
amidst the lime trees on one of the grand old 
estates across the water. 

THE HOME OF GOVERNOR LEE, 

The former home of Governor Lee is 4alled 
Richland. Itis like all the estates in the 
county—a two story frame house,a largs 
aud several hundred acres of anything 
rh land. Here the governors ances 
have lived for hundreds of years. Of cout 
the Lees can trace their descent to titl 
Englishmen; at least, all bovks of herald 
make it outso. Ata disiance of a few mile 
is Somerret, the home of the Moncure famil 
The present Mrs. Moncure is a granddaughter 
of the famous Lady Spotswood, whose por- 
trait hangsin the capitol at Richmond, This 
family has lived in Stafford county for nearly 
two hundred years. All its deceased mem- 
bers are buried in the graveyard at Aquia 
cbhurcb, and a tablet near the pulpit contains 
the rather royal inscription: “Sacred to the 
memory of the race of Moncure.” There are 
about one bundred and fifty members of the 
family in the county. The women, taken all 
in all, are the most beautiful the writer has 
ever seen within the same area. They seem” 
to bave inherited in a remarkable degree the 
queenly beauty of Lady Spotswood aud some 
of them bear a close resemblance to her por- 
traits. 

The Waller family, a little further up at 
Wayside, is related to the Lees and trace their 
origin tothe same source. The first of the 
Scotts came to Staffurd from England te take 
charge of Aquia church. Hewasoneof the 
unfortunate class known as noblemen’s 
younger sons, end was assigned, as is asuall 
the case,-to the ministry. One of hia descend- 
ants is Congressman W. L. Scott, who passed 
bis boyhood on the Stafford hills. Mr. Scott 
bas not forgotten his old home amidst his 
Pcnpsylvania millions. A few months ago he 
ent twelve hundred dollars to the pastor of 
Aquia church for the purpose of repairing the 
old building, and is now contemplating a trip 
to the home of his distinguished ancestors, 

The names of all the families who have 
lived inthe county since the ante-revolu-- 
tionary days would fillia haif column of the’ 
Times, and although they cannot all claim 
titled progenitors, they are the very first of

and it is more than likely that when they 
come to the fore the Virginia farmer will no 
longer let his acres lie useless or half enlti- 
vated.

They can hardly re— 
alize the change, or if they have they th it 
is too late in life to start-ont afresh.

Pearson, in Coffee county, was the scene of 
a bloody murder last Saturday night. Arthur 
Jordan, a colored man well known, shot and 
killed a colored girl with a double barrel shot 
gun. Jordan was captured and is now in Al- 
bapy jail. 

The Sylvania Telephone says: 

We have some very old people among us. Mr. 
Bryan Odom is about ninety-five years oid and 
gets around among his neighbors visiting yet. 
There isan old negro man on W. H., Hankinson’s 
place that claims to be one hundred and twenty- 
six yearsold. He says he wasa young mau when 
General Washington was buried at Bunker’s Hill; 
says he wasaservant of Washington during his 
i]lness. 

Week before last Charley Warren, the nine- 
year-old son of Mr. George W. Warren, of 
Dooly county, was bitten by a rattlesnake 
while picking blackberries in the field near 
his father’s house. Everything possible was 
done to save his life. but to noavail. After 
living in the most intense agony for several 
hours, the little fellow died. 

One day last week Master Hugh Lawson, 
who was clerkingin Mr. J. D. Martin’s store‘ 


-in Perry, discovered a snake between two 


bolts of cotten cloth on one of the shelves in 
the store. The snake was about two feet long 
and probably what is known as a rat snake. 
Hugh says he wasn’t frightened, but it is a 
fact that the snake crawled off nninjured be- 
fore Hugh could determine exactly what kind 
of reptile it was. 

It is reported that between fifty and sixty 
head of sheep were shot and killed by ua- 
known parties a few days ago in the lower 
portion of Pulaski county, near the line of 
Dodge. Most of the sheep were owned by Mr. 
Leyd Smith and Judge J. J. Rozar, of Dodge 
county, who were the heaviest losers. The 
perpetrators, it is supposed, committed the 
deed for revenge for the attempt to destroy 
sheep-killing dogs by poison which was put 
in the woods by some of the sheep owners. 

Alarge numberof English gooseberries are 
being marketed in Gainesville. The Eazie 
says of them: 

Those brought in are as fine as we have ever seen 
inthe New York or Ba'timore markets, which 
provesconclusively that this excellent fruit can be 
raised in this section ofsuperior quality. Now why 
should not our people ee more attention to their 
cultivation and ship themto the mere soutber: 
sections where they cannot be successfully grown? 
This fruit as grown here, would, in the markets of 
Charleston, Savannah and, other southern cities, 
no doubt bring such prices as wonld prove reimu 
nerative to those who had enterprise enouzh to 
raise them. 

Dublin Post: Parties have contracted to de- 
liver to the Augusta barrel factory one million 
feet of white oak barrel staves, and have com- 
menced by contract to cut the necessary tree3 
on the extensive swamp lands of the Guyton 
estate, which abound in great quantities of 
notonly white oak, but ash, pine, and otber 
timbers. By July Ist fifty hands are expected 
to be at work cutting the staves, and the 
staves then be hauled by oxen and carts, to 
the Oconee river, which skirts along the 
swamp, aud will be loaded on a large raft and 
towed by the steamer Laurens to Raoul sta- 
tion and shipped by the car load to Augusta. 
Hands are paid eight dollars per thousand 
cutting staves. White oak is yearly becom- 
ing more valuable, and the stave industry is 
said to be very profitable. 

The Dublin Post asks: 

How will 50 bushels of oats per acre dofora 
Laurens county farmer with less than fifteen 
months ef agricultural experieace? Sucb is tiie 
record of Mr. John T. Boifeuillet this season, on 
the Guyton plantation. He planted a large acre- 
ecgein grain aud met with splendid success, despite 
the very poor yield of grain, not only in this coun- 
ty, but throughout the entire state. Wesaw four 
acres of his oats a short while before cutting that 
were sown on March 5th last, and they were be- 
yond doubt the finest that we have seen this year. 
The four acres yielded nearly 3,000 bundles— 
making an average of fifty bushels per acre. Oats 
that he plented March 2eth, averaged 20 bushels 
per acre. On December 23d, last, he put six acres 
in wheat which survived the terrible winter, and 
yielded Jittle less than one hundred bushels. The 
secret of his success is beiieved to lie in the wayinu 
which it was putin the ground. The land was 
thoroughly broken and cotton seeded and grain- 
hairowed in withthe Acme harrow Thirty acre; of 
corn planted as late as April 3d, will afford roast- 
ing ears in a few days, and the field will average 
twoears tothe stalk, though many stalks have 
three ears. 

The Valdosta Times says that Mr. Richard 
L. Stapler, formerly of Hawkinsville, but now 
of Belivilie, Fio.ica, recent!y sold a Guinea 
heifer to a man in Illinois for ¢145. The 
heifer was sent by express, and the cost alto- 
gether will amount to two hundred doliars, 
Mr. Stapler owned this breed of cattle when 
he lived in Pulaski county. The Guinea cow 
is a very ¢mall animal, but of beautifal sym- 
metry. Mr. Joe Jelks, a brother-in-law of 
Mr, Stapler, owned one of the cows, and about 
thirteen years ago Mr. Jelks sent to the Geor- 
gia state fair at Macon a bullof the Guinea 
variety, expecting to get apremium. Whether 
the little bull was awarded a premium or 
rot we do not remember, but when 
the bull was sent back, considerable merrimant 
was produced as he came down Commerce 
street. Joe's brother Need was fond of fan, 
and Need had prepared a placard and attached 
it tothe bul). Theplacard bore in large plain 
letters the following:

A Wild, Weird Tale of the Wy- 
oming Border. 


Correspondence of the Bee. 

Fort NioBRARA, Neb., June 18, 1886.— 
When we last parted with the reader we were 
camped on the Big Beard river, or Crazy Wo- 
man’s fork of Powder river, and promised we 
would relate the legend of how the valley and 
stream received their strange name. 

La Fombe had told Belden the legend of the 
Crazy Woman and Belden told it to me. I 
shall relate it just as I heard it, neither vouch- 
ing for its truth nor denying ite probability. 
The story is quite probable and not more 
strange than many other legends told of the 
mess, 

THE LEGEND OF CRAZY WOMAN. 

“Many years ago,’ said La Frombe to Bel- 
den, “I visited this spot with a band of Crows, 
and one evening a venerable Indian told us 
this legend of Crazy Woman. ‘Years ago,’ 
said he, ‘when my father was a little boy, 
there came @ man among us who was half 
white. He said he wished to trade with our 
people for buffalo robes, beaver, elk and deer 
skins, and that he would give us much paint, 
and many blankets and pieces of cloth in ex- 
change for furs. We liked bim and believed 
him very good fer he was rich, having many 
thousands of beadsand hundreds of yards of 
ribbons. Our village was then built on the 
river, about twenty miles above where we are 
now, and game was plentiful. This river did 
not at that time havethe name of Crazy Wo- 
man, but was called Big Beard, because a cu- 
rious grass grows along its banksthat hasa 
big beard. What I am about to relate caused 
the name ofthe river to be changed. 

“The trader built a lodge of wood and 
stones, and near it a great, strong house, in 


not long until he had bought all the robes 
and furs for sale in the village, and then he 
packed them on ponies, and, bidding us gooi- 
bye, said he was going far to the east, where 
the paleface lives, but that he would soon 
come back,bring us many presents, and plenty 
of blankets,beads and ribbons,which he would 
exchange as before for robes and furs. We 
were sorry to see him go, but, as he promised 
to return in a few moons, we were much con: 
soled. It was not long until our spies report- 
ed somethifig they could not understand 
coming into our country,and the whole vil- 
lage was in astate of alarm. Some of the 
boldest ventured out and returned with the 
joyful imtelligence that the _ strange 
objects our young men had seen 
were the trader and his people. All 
the village ran to meet him, and the sight 
was strange enough, indeed. The Crows in 
those days had never seen a wagon, horse or 
ox, andthe trader had brought all these 
things. The wagons they called teepees ou 
rollers, the horses were giauts beside the little 
ponies, and the oxen all believed were tame 
buffalo. There also was asquaw who was 
perfectly white, and who could not understand 
anything that was said to her. She wore 
dresses down to her feet, of which she seemed 
to be ashamed, and our women said she tied 
cords tightly about her waist so as to make it 
small. Sbe had very long hair, and did not 
plait but rolled it, and, instead of letting it 
hang down, wrapped it tightly about her 
head. 

‘I]t was not long until the trader had all his 
wagons unloaded, and his store open. He had 
brought all the women beads and ribbons, and 
the men brass rings. Besides what he sold, he 
made many presents; so everybody loved him, 
for no one had ever before seen so rich and 
generous & man. 

“(ne day he told the big chief to come into 
the back part of the store and he would show 
him something wenderful. The chief went, 
wondering what it could be, and when they 
were alone, the trader drew out a very little 
barrel, and taking a wooden cup, poured out 
some black looking water, which he told the 
chief to drink. Ihe ehief did as desired, and 
immediately felt so jolly, he asked for more. 
The trader promised, if he would never 
tell any one where he got the black water, he 
would give him all he wanted. The chief 
promised, and the trader gave him another 
cupful. Now the chief danced and sang, and 
went to his lodge, where he fell down in a deep 
sleep, and no one coula wake him. He slept 
so long the warriors gathered about the lodge 
wondesing what could ail him, and they were 
about to go to the trader and demand to know 
what kind of medicine he had given the chief 
to make him bebave so strangely, when the 
chief woke up and ordered them all to their 
lodges, and to ask no questions. 

‘Next day the chief went to the trader and 
said he had had great dreams; that he thought 
he had slain many of his enemies, and that 
the black medicine must be very good to make 
him bave such pleasant visions. He begged 
the trader to give him some more, and he 
did so. Thus the chief did every day, and all 
the village wondered, for they believed the 
trader had bewitched him. In former times 
the chief had been a quiet and very dignified 
young man, but now he sang, danced in the 
street, and publicly hugged the women, so 
every one thought him crazy. The Crows 
disliked the conduct of the chief very much, 
and began to grumble against the trader, for 
they thought he was to blame for the great 
change that had come over their chief. Some 
said he was bewitched, others that the trader 
had an evil spirit in oneof his boxes, and 
thus they talked, some believing one thing 
and some another, but all blaming him. One 
ofthe young warriors called asecret coun- 
cil, and the matter was discussed, and it was 
finally decided that the trader must leave or 
they would put him to death. A warrior who 
was a friend of the trader, was sent to tell 
him of the decision of the council, and waoen 
he did sothe trader laughed, and saidif he 
would cometo the back of the store, and never 
tell anybody, he would show him what ailed 
the chief. The warrior went, and the trader 
gave him a ladel full of the black water. 
Presently he began to sing and dance about. 
and tken went out into the street and sang, 
which greatly surprised every one, for he had 
never done so before. The young men 
gathered about bim, and asked him what 
ailed him, but he only said: ‘Oh, go to 
the treder and get some of the black water!” 
So they went to the trader and inguired what 
kindof black water he had that affected peco- 
ple so strangely;and the trader told them he 
had only tle same kind of waterthey drank, 
and brovght out his pail that all might drink. 
Each warrior took up the ladle and drank 
the same, and made the trader drink the same, 
and they sat down to wait and see if it wouid 
affect them like the chief and their brother 
warrior; but it did not and they rose up and 
said: ‘The trader or our brother lies, and we 
willsee who is the liar’ They went to 
the warrior’s lodge and found him sound 
asleep, nor could they wake him, and the 
Others went to their teepees. When the 
sun wasup the warrior rose, and, seeing 
the others sitting in his tent, said: ‘Why are 
you bere, my brothers?” And the oldest of 
“You have lied to 
us, for the trader has no black water.’ Tae 


. warrior recollecting bis promise not to tell, 
said: ‘Itistrue that the trader has no black 
water, and who said he had?’ They explain- 
ed to him his conduct of the day before, at 
which he was greatly astonished, and he de- 
clared if such was the case he must have been 
very sick in his head and not known what he 
had said. Thereupon the warriors withdrew 
and reperted all to their brethren. The war- 
riors were greatly perplexed, and knew not 
what todoor think, but decided to wait and 
see. 

“The chiefand warrior were now drunk every 
day,and the young chief cajled another council 
It was long and stormy in its debate, all the 
wise men ape but no one giving such 
counsel as the others would accept. At lasta 
young warrior rose and said that he had 
waiched, and that it was true the trader hada 
black water which he gave the chief and the 
warrior to drink, for he had madea hole in 
the wall of the trader’s store, and through it 
saw them drinking the black water.

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MAGE'S SERMON 


AT ALEXANDER BAY, NEW YORK. 


Miundreds of Dr, Talmage’s Copgregation Visit Alex- 
Pastor—8pecial ; 


ALEXANDRIA Bay, N.Y.,June 27.—(Speeial.] 
The congregation of the Brooklyn tabernacle 
this year have made pilgrimage to this place, 
accomy snied by the Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, 
D.D., their pastor. Many hundreds of them 
left Breooklynm-on Saturday, June 26, arriving 
here the evening of the same day, and will re- 
main until Fnesday. Special trains of cars 
were provided for them. A multitude from, :he 
surrounding villages joined them today, and 
Dr. Talmage preached the following sermon. 
His subject was: “An Island Vision;” and his 
texts, Revelation, i, 9: “I, John, was in the 
isle that is called Patmos;’ and Revelation, 
xxi, 21: “And the twelve gates were twelve 
pearls.” The preacher said: 

Sabbath morning finds usamid the Thous- 
and isles of the St. Lawrence. Amid the en- 
chantment of the scenery some of uj are like 
Paul when he said: ‘Whether in the body or 
out of the body I cannot tell.” Not having 
read the geologists’ account of how this region 
was formed, I may surmise that after the St. 
sawrence began its majestic roll, these islands 
were dropped into it out of the heaveniy 
landscape. Islandsabeve us, islands below 
us, islands all around us, I am _se “*re- 
minded hew much the islands of the world 
have had to do with sacred and profane _his- 
tory. liba, from which Napoleon started for 
his last struggle; and St. Helena, where he 
ended it; island of Guernsey, where the great 
soul of Victor Hugo chafed in exile until re- 

ublicanism in France drove back despotism; 

le of Borneo, where Adoniram Judson 
stood, a flaming evangel: the Mediterra- 
mean island, where Garibaldi rested after 
thecemancipation of Italy; islandof Cypru:, 
Barnabas preached; Island of Melita, on which 
Paul wes shipwrecked; and lastof all but migh- 
tier then all and more impressive than all, the 
island of Patmes, of which my text speaks and 
from Which St. John, the exiled Ephesian gos- 
pelizer, saw the twelve pearline gates. If God 
will be!p us, we can from these thousand isles 
on this Sabbath morning, see the same glitter- 
ing portals. 

Our subject speaks of a great metropolis, the 
existence of which many have doubted. Stand- 
ing op the wharf and looking off upon the har- 
bor, and seeing the merchantmen coming up 
the bay, the flags of foreign nations 
streaming from the top gallants, 
you immediately make up your mind that 
those vessels come from foreign ports, and you 
say: “Theat is from Hamburg, and that is from 
Marseilles, and that is from Southampton, and 
that is from Havana,” and your supposition is 
acenrate. But from the city of which lam 
mow speaking no weather beaten merchant- 
men Or frigates with scarred bulkhead have 
ever come. There has been a vast emigration 
into that city, but no emigration from it, so far 
as our Natural vision can descry. 

“There is no such city,” says the undevout 
Sstronomer. “I have stood in high towers 
with a mighty telescope and have swept the 
heavens, and I have seen spots on the sun and 
caverns in the moon; but no towers have ever 
risen on my isi no palaces, 
no temples, no shining streets, no 
massive wall. There is no such city.” Even 
very good people tell me that heaven is not a 
material organism, but a grand spiritual fact, 
and that tne Bible descriptions of it are in all 
cases to be taken figuratively. I bring in re- 

ly to this what Christ said, and He ought to 

now: “I go to prepare’ —not atheory, not a 
principle, not a sentiment—but “I go to pre- 
pare a place for you.” The resurrected body 
implissthis. If my foot is tobe reformed from 
the dust, it must have something to 
tread om. If my hand is to be reconstructed 
it must have something to handle. if my eye, 
having gone out in death, is to be rekindled, I 
must bave something to gaze on. Your ad- 
verse theory seems to imply that the resur- 
rected body isto be hung on nothing, or to 
walk in air, or to float amid the intangibles. 
You may say: If there be material organisms, 
then asoulin heaven-will be cramped and 
hindered in its enjoyments; but I answer: Did 
not Adam and Eve have plenty of room in the 
garden of Eden? Although only a few miles 
would have described the circumference of 
tbat place, they had amplereom. And do you 
not suppose that God in the immensities can 
build a place large enough to give the whole 
race room, even though there be materia! or- 
#anisms? 

Herschel looked into the heavens. Asa 
Swiss guide puts his Alpine stock between 
the glaciers and crosses over from crag to crag, 
©0 Herschel planted his telescope between the 
worlds and glided from star to star, until he 
could aunounce tous that we live iu a part of 
the universe but sparsely strewn with worlds: 
and be peers out into immensity until he finds 


. RB region no larger than our solar system, in 


which there are fifty thousand worlds mov- 
ing. And Professor Lang says that by a phil- 
osophbic reasoning, there must be somewhere a 
world where there is no darkness, but ever- 


_ Jasting sunshine; so that I do not know but 


that it issimply because we have no tele- 
ecope powerful enough, that we cannot see 
into the land where there is no darkness at 
all, and catch a glimpse of the burnished pin- 
mancles, As ‘a conquering army marching on 
to take a city, comes at nightfall to the 
crest of a mountain from which in the midst 
of the landscape they see the castles they are 
tocapture, and rein in their war chargers 
and haltand take a good look before they 
pitch their tents for the night; so, now, 
coming as we do on this mountain 
top of rospect. I command this 
regiment of God to rein in their thoughts and 
halt, and before they pitch their tents for the 
might take one guod, long look at the gates of 
the great clty. “Andthe twelve gates were 
twelve pearls.” 

In the first place, I want you to examine 
the architecture of those gates. Proprietors 
of large estates are very apt to have an orna- 
mented gateway. Sometimes they spring an 
arch of masonzy, the posts of the gate flanked 
with lions in statuary; the bronze gatea rep- 
resentation of intertwining foilage, bird haunt- 
ed, until the hand of architectural genius 
drops exbausted, allits life frozen into the 
stone. Babylon had a hundred fgates, so had 
Thebes. Gates of woodand iron aud s‘oue 
— nearly allthe old cities. Moslems 

ave inscribed upon their gateways iuscrip- 
tions from the Koran of the Mohammedan. 
There have been a great many 
fine gateways bat Christ set his 
hand to the work, and for the 
upper city swung a gate such as no eye ever 
gazed on, untouched of inscription.. With the 
nail of bis own cross he cut into its wonderful 
traceiics stories of past suffering and of glad- 
There is no wood or stone or 
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are kings. The pilgrim of earth g through 
his earthly 


gate of heaven, for our weary souls at last 
par be : 
ee shall these ores thy heaven-built walls 


“O, heaven is nota dull place! Heaven i3 


not a contracted place. Heaven is not a stupid 


place. “I saw the twelve gatesand they were 
twelve pearis.”’ 

In the second place, J want.you to count tae 
number of those gates, Imperial pearls and 
lordly manors are apt to have onc expensive 
gateway and the othersare ordinary ; but look 
around at there entrances to heaven and count 
them. One, two, three, four, five, six, seven, 
eight, nine, ten, eleven, twelve. Hear it, all 
the earth and ali the heavens! Twelve gates! 

I admit this is rather hard on sharp sectari- 
anisms. Ifa Presbyterian is bigoted he brings 
his Westminister assembly catechism, and he 
makes a gateway ont of that, and he says to 
the world: “You go through there erstay 
out.” Ifa Methodist is bigoted he plants two 
postsand hesays: ‘“‘Now you crowd in be- 
tween those two or stay out.” Or per- 
haps an Episcopalian may say: “Here is lit- 
urgy out of whichI mean to make a gate; go 
through it or stay out.’ Or a Baptist may 
fay: ‘Here is a water-gate; you go through 
that or you must stay out.” And se in all 
our churches and in our denominations there 
are men who make one gate for themselves 
and then demand that the whole world go 
through it, I abhor this contractedness in re- 
ligious views. ©, small-souled man, when did 
God give you the contract for making gates? 

tell you plainly, I will not go in that 
gate. I will go in at any 
one of the. twelve gates I choose. Here 
isa manwhosays: “I can more easily and 
more closely approach God through a prayer- 
book.” I say: ‘“‘My brother, then use the pray- 
er- book.” Here isa man who says: “I believe 
there is only one mode of baptism and that is 
immersion.” Then I say: “Let me plunge you.”’ 
Anyhow I say: Away with the gate of rough 
paneland rotten posts and rusted latch, when 
there are twelve gates and they are twelve 
pearls. 

The fact is that a great many of the churches 
in this day are being doctrined to death, They 
have been trying to find out all about God’s 
decrees, and they want to know who are elect- 
ed to be saved and whoare reprobated to be 


damned, and they are keeping on discussing ‘ 


that subject when there are millions of souls 
who need to have the truth put straight at 
them. They sit counting the number of tecth 
in the jawbone with which ‘Sampson slew 
the Philistines, They _ sit on the 
beach and see a vessel going to pieces in the 
offing, and instead of getting into a boat and 
pulling away for the wreck, they sit discuss- 
ing the different styles of oar locks. God in- 
tended us to know some things and intended 
us not to know others. I have heard scores of 
sermons explanatory of God’s decrees, but 
came away more perplexed than when I went. 
The only result of such discussion is a great 
fog. Here are two truths which are to con- 
quer the world: Man, a sinner; Christ, a 
Saviour. Any man who adopts these two 
theories in his religious belief shall have my 
right hand in warm grip of Christian brothor- 
hood. 

Aman comes down to a river in time of 
freshet. He wants to getacross. He has to 
swim. What does he do? The first thing 
is to put off his heavy apparel and drop 
everything he has in his hands. He must 
go empty-handed if he is going to the 
other bank, And [ tell you, when 
we have come down to the river of death and 
find it swift and raging, we will have to put 
off all our sectarianism and lay down our 
cumbrous creed, and empty-handed put out 
for the other shore. 

“What!” say you, “would you resolve all the 
Christian church into one kind of church? 
Would you make all Christiandom worship in 
the same way, by the some forms?” Qh, no! 
You might as well decide that all people shall 
eat the same kind of food without reference 
to appetite, or wear the same kind of apparcl 
without reference to the shape of their body. 
Your ancestry, your temperament, your sur- 
roundings, will decide whether you go to this 
or that church, and adopt this or that polity. 
One church will best get one man to heaven 
and another church another man. I do not 
care which one of the gates you go through, 
if you only go through one of the twelve 
gates that Jesus lifted. 

Looking out at the one hundred and forty 
and four thousand and you cannot tell at what 
gate they camein, One Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, one glassy sea, one doxology, one tri- 
umpb, one heaven. “Why, Luther, how did 
you getin’”’ ‘“I came through the third gate.” 
‘“Crapmer, how did you get in?” ‘I came 
through the eighth gate.’ “Adoniram Jad- 
son, how did you get through?” “I came 
through the seventh gate.” ‘‘Hugh McKail, 
the martyr, how did you getthrough?” “I 
came through the twelfth gate.” Glory to 
God, twelve gates, but one heaven ! 

In the third place, notice the points of the 
compass towards which these gates look. They 
are not on one side, or On two sides, or on three 
sides; buton four sides. This is no fancy of 
mine, but a distinct announcement. On the 
north three gates, on the south three gates, on 
the east three gates, on the west three gates. 
What does _ that mean? Why, it 
means that all nationalities are 
included, and it does not make any difference 
from what quarter of the eartha man comes 
up; if bis heart isright, there isa gate open 
before him. On the north, three gates. That 
means mercy for Lapland, and Siberia, and 
Norway, apd Sweeden, Onthe south, three 
gates. That means pardon for Hindostan, 
and Algiers, and Ethiopia. On the east, three 
gates. That means salvation for China, and 
Japan, and Borneo. Onthoe west, three gates. 
That means redemption for America. It does 
not mske any difference how dark-skinned or 
how pale-faced men may be, they will find a 
gate right before them. Those plucked ba- 
panas under a tropical sun. These shot across 
Russian snows behind reindeer. From Mexi- 
can pisteau. from Roman Campana, from Chi- 
nese tea-field, from Holland dyke, from Scoteh 
Highlands, they come, they come. Heaven 
is net a monopoly for a few _ precious 
souls. It is not a Windsor Castle for 
royal families, It is not a small town with 
small population, but John saw it, and he no- 
ticed that an angel was measuring it, and he 
measured it this way,and then he measured it 
that, and whichever way he measured it, it 
was fifteen hundred miles; so that Babylon 
and Thebes, and Tyre and Ninevah, and St. 
Petersburg and Canton, and Pekin and Paris, 
and London and New York, and all the dead 
cities of the past and all the living cities of 
the present, added together, would not equal 
the census of that great metropolis. 

Walking along the street you can, by the 
contour of the dress or of the face, guess where 
amancamefrom. You say: “Thatis a French- 
man. that isa Norwegian; that is an Ameri- 
ean.” But the gates that gather in the right- 
ecus will bring them in irrespective of natiou- 
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you. O, the transport, when fifteen thousand 
million little ones stand up in white before 
the throne of God, their chanting drawing oat 
all. the stupendeus harmonies of Dusseldorf 
and Leipsic and Boston. Pour in through the 
twelve gates, O, ye redeemed! banner lifted, 
rank after rank, saved battalion after battal- 
ion, until all the city of God shall hear the 
tramp, tramp. Crowd all the twelve gates. 
Room yet. Room on the thrones. Reom in the 
mansions. Room on the river bank. Let the 
trumpet of invitation be sounded until all 
earth’s mountains hear the shrill blast and 
the glensecho it. Let missionaries tell it in 
pagodsand colporteurs sound it across tho 
western prairies, Shoutit to the Laplander 
on bis swift sled; halloe it. to the Bedouin ca- 
| keering across the desert. News! pews! A 
glorious heayen and twelve gates to it! Hear 
it, O you thin-bleoded nations of eternal win- 
ter! on the north three gates. Hear it! O you 
bronzed inhabitants panting under equatorial 
heats! on the seuth three gates. 

But I notice when Johu saw these gates 
they were open—wide open. They wi!l not 
always be so. After awhile heaven will have 
gathered up all ite intended population and 
the children of God will have come home. 
Every crown taken. Every harp struck. 
Every throne mounted. All the glories of the 
universe harvested in the great garner. 
And heaven being made up, of course the 
gates will be shut. Austria in, and the firat 
gate sbut. Russia in, and the second gate shut. 
Italy in,and the third gate shut. Egypt ia, 
and the fourth gate shut. Spain in, and the 
fifth gate shut. France in, and the sixth gate 
shut. England in, and the seventh gate shut. 
Norway in, and theeighth gate shut. Switzer- 
land in, and the ninth gate shut. Hindostan 
in and the tenth gate shut. Siberia in, and 
the eleventh gate shut. All the gates are 
closed butone. Now, let America go in with 
all the islands of the sea and all the other na- 
tions that have called on God. The captives 
all freed.

When they meet each other, and the old 
comradeship of the camp-lire kindles in 
their veins, and the unbidden tear glistens 
in their eyes, and their arms go about each 
other’s necks, and the eager memories come 
throrging to their lips—they must stop all 
that foolishness and forget it! ‘‘ They must 
forget the war!’’ Forget the immortal fel- 
Jowships of the camp—forget the empty seat 
at the mess, and the golden-hearted fellow 
who filled it—forget the boys who fell by 
the wayside, or went down in the deadly 
storm—all the roaring fun, the despair, the 
joy, the tenderness, the heroism and the 
friendships of those sad but glorious days— 
all this happened twenty years ago, and it 
must ‘‘all be forgotten!’’ So the Bacon 
men say ! 

But why must it be forgotten? Because 
it hurts Mr. tet chances for the gover- 
norship! Because these memories hurt Bacon 
and help Gordon they are met with derision 
and we are told they must be put aside. 
Because the old soldier who sees Gordon for 
the first time since the brave old Virginia 
days, finds that his eye moistens or his voice 
trembles as he greets his old commander, he 
is accused by the Bacon organs of ‘‘waving 
the bloody shi:t,’’ and he is told that he 
must forget all this.

Prohibition in Atlanta. 

There is a good deal of gossip about pro- 
hibition in Atlanta. We observe from some 
of our exchanges that the city is to be 
ruined, and we learn from others that it is 
to be vastly improved and benefitted. Our 
own opinion is that the depression and de- 
preciation -which might naturally be sup- 
posed {to result from the suppression of a 
traffic which amounts to a great many hard 
dollars in the course of a year, has already 
been discounted.

A majority of the people have voted 
in favor of the law. Those who voted for 
the Jaw did so under the belief that it will 
benefit thecommunity. Very well. If the 
law isa good one, it cannot benefit the com- 
munity unless it is enforced, If, on the 
contrary, the law is a bad one, only its strict 
enforcement will convince the people of that 
fact, and lead them to move for its prompt 
repeal. 

The: law, as our readers know, is not 
strictly a prohibition law. The domestic 
wine clause leaves a hole in it almost big 
enough for the site of a beer factory. At 
the same time, however, there is enough 
prohibition in it to give our people a taste of 
the genuine article as it has been adminis- 
tered at the north. We have now an oppor- 
tunity of showing to the country that pro- 
hibition can be made effective ina large city 
for either good or evil, and it is to be hoped 
that both factions will unite in putting it to 
the supreme test. If it is a good thing, its 
enforcement will be a good thing; if it is a 
bad thing its enfercement will bring about 
its repeal. 


It Is Good for the Girls. 

How to treat our girls is one of the prob- 
lems of the age. It cannot be solved by 
flippant young men, on the one hand, nor by 
ponderous old fogies on the other. 

Until girls reach a marriageable age they 
require carefal training, ard in all civilized 
countries they are hedged about by many 
peculiar conventionalities. It must be ad- 
mitted that civilization has failed to deal 
with this question to the complete satisfac- 
tion of all, and from time to time varifons 
reforms have been suggested. The mistake 
the reformers make, however, is in carrying 
out the methods of civilization to their logi- 
cal extremes. Perhaps the true policy is to 
return to the simpler modes of the people 


Who have escaped the contaminating vices of 


society. 

Taking this view of it, we cannot do bet- 
ter than to turn our attention to the customs 
of the South sea islanders. From an ex- 
haustive report made by United States Con- 


sul Griffin we learn that the inhabitants of 


the island of New Britain make ita rule to 
confine their girls in cages until they are old 
enough to marry. The cages are made of the 
twigs of palm trees and the girls are put into 
them 
age. The prisoners are never released uader 
any circumstances, with the exception of a 
brief airipg oncea day. They are said to 
grow up stropg and in the enjoyment of ex: 
cellent health. 

Mr. Griflin attaches no recommendation to 
his report. He merely states the facts, and 
leaves his readers to adopt or reject this prac- 
tical solution of a complicated problem 
Witkout indorsing the New Britain practice 
in all its details, we must, nevertheless, ad- 
mit that there is something in it. Domi- 
nated as we are by old customs, it would 
take a violent convulsion of our socia! sys- 
tem to suecessfully establish South sea island 
fashions, and the experiment will doubtless 
never be made. We may even laugh at the 
rude barbarians described by Mz. Griffin, 
and lament their savagery, but the fact 


‘stands out that they are striving in their 


strange, rough way to make the world better. 
They begin at the beginning by protecting 
girlhcod. There isa lesson in all this—a 
lesson so plain that he who runs may read it.

The Century Plant. 

Student, Ashevilie, N. C.—Does the century piant 
really b loom only once in 100 years? 

The agave (pronounced by Webster a-ga-ve) com- 
monly known as the century plant, althrugh a 
native of the tropics, is very common throughout 
the whole country, being kept under cover in the 
winter, and used to adorn portico and lawn dur- 
ing the warmer searon. It was formerly supposed 
that it bloomed only at the age of one hundred 
years, but later travelers in Mexico and Central 
America assert that it has been known to bloom in 
a favorable tituation at the age of ten, and that 
flowers are quite common from plants ranging 
from sixteen to twenty-five years old. In this 
climate, however, the blossoms are more rare. 


Silk Culture, 

J.C. H., Meridian, Miss.: Please give me a 
few facts about the progress of siik culture in this 
country. 

In the year 12 the department of agriculture 
received many ietters from persons interested in 
the culture of silk, and distributed a few silk- 
worm eggs, but there wasno general distribution, 
In 1884 the department appropriated fifteen thou- 
sand collars for ithe encouragement of the indus- 
try, and a special agent was appointed to attend 
to the work, the department offering to send eggs 
to any one who would try the experiment of rais- 
ing them. Weshbould judge, however, that no 
very favorable reports were received, as, at a 
meeting of the American association for the ad- 
vancement of science, in 1555, as 
reported in “Science,” Professor Riley 
stated that the culture of silk had 
been tried in the United States‘for fifty years, and 
all that the experiments had shown so far was 
that silk could be raised over three-fourths of ithe 
United States ifthere wasa market for the co- 
coons. He considers the industry best conducted 
Onasmall scale, and adapted for the women 
and children who have no other way 
of earning muney. The profit for three persons he 
estimates at fifteen to twenty-five dollars for the 
season, provided the cocoons bring one dollar a 
pound—a price, by the way, which only the best 
cocoons bring. The care of silk worms is decid- 
edly wearisome, interesting though it may be, and 
ceriainly aby women enterprising enough to start 
in the experiment of raising silk, and strong 
enough to do the necessary work, might find some 
more profitable wey of utilizing her time. Edward 
Atkingon, at thesame meeting of the association 
above mentioned, maintained that the culture of 
silk in the United States was not desirable, since 
there was no lack of employment, as the high rate 
of weges shows, and we cannot afford to do for 
ourselves what foreign laborers will do cheaper, 
and, moreover, the raising of silk has always been 
carried on by the poorest and most inefficient peo- 
piles, who, as they rise in the social scaie, abandon

The speaker 
(Macon) notwithstanding a prohibition in the rule 
as itthen existed, claimed and obtained his right 
to vote, and voted in the affirmative; and it was by 
that vote that the amendment to the constitution 
was carried. Theright of the speaker, asa mem- 
ber of the house, to yote on ail questions is secured 
by the constitution. No act of the house can take 
it from him when he chooses to exercise it.” 

Why, fellow citizens, in 1803 the nouse of repre- 
sentatives ofthe United States had exactly the 
same rule that the majo friends attempt to shield 
him under, that he could only vote when there 
was a tie, or when, his vote would 
make a tie, or in cases of election. Yet Speaker 
Macon, though prohibited by that rule, demanded 
the right to vote, and the house decided on that 
occasion that he had the right to vote; he did 
vote, and on his vote that constitutional amend- 
ment was passed.

Rev, J.W. Ledsah Putation. ax thodtienense of Divine 
lncrease—The Fire: Baptist—The Central 
Presbyterian—Second Baptiat at Might 
~At Other Churches in the City. 


Notwithstanding the rain, a large congrega- 


tion assembled at Trinity church, yesterday morn- 


ing to bear the pastor, Rey. J. W. Lee. 

Succeeding a voluntary, the nineteenth hymn 
was sung, after which Mr. Lee delivered a short 
but eloquent prayer. The congregation then sang 
the seventy-sixth hymn, “Praise yethe Lord.” 
The cflertory was asolo, sung by the leading s0- 
pravo with great skill and sweetness. 

Mr. Lee’s subject was the measure of the divine 
increase. He read the story of the wonderful in- 
crease caused by the prophetin the poor woman's 
litule pot of oil, using the story as the foundation 
for whathe should gay. The central thought in 
the s¢:1mon was, that however humble a man’s 
talent, it shovld be used im God’s service. 
The poor woman soughtthe prophet’said to rid her 
of her troubles because her husband had been a 


good man, and she thought on his accountshe. 


might reap a benefit. The people of today are like 
the pocr woman. They think they may receive a 
blessing from God because of the goodness of their 
husbands, their wives, their fathers or their moth- 
rs. God never bestows a gift directly, but always 
dees fo through some talent of the person upon 
whom be bestows it. Whatever difficulty surround 
men, their solutions are not in God alone, but also 
in themeeives. God intends that every man shall 
be hiessed through the use of his own talents. 
Few } eop'e eppreciate their talents. ‘They appre- 
ciate those of cther people, but fail to properly es- 
timate the value oftheirown. Christians do not 
wide themselves upon their talents as they should. 

mn every .- day business affairs, thoy 
are proud of their talents and use them to the best 
advantage. In religion the opposite is often true. 
Ifimen would bestow the same attention upon 
their religion that they pay to their business con- 
cerns, they would soon find themselves strong in 
the possession of Spiritual gifts. Men should util- 
ize their talents in God's service, in orderthat the 
messure of theirincrease may be what it should. 

Mr. Lee then showed how valuable humble 
talent may he, illustrating by the use of theliach 
pin inaw agon. He insisted that there ought not 
to be any “dummies” in the church. Commer- 
ciglly, some men can run Jike a race horse; spir- 
itualiy they Cannot even walk. If the spiritual tal- 
_, Lhe spiritual faculties are not used, they will 
not live, 

Men have great encouragementto use their talents 
in GoOG’s service, because when so used the work 
takes the measure of the divine increase, which is 
infinite. Whocan determiue the measure of the 
increase of the words tpoken to Joho B. Gough 
which caused him to reform and devote his won- 
derful talents to the cause of temperance? Who 
can determine the measure of the increase of the 
work of Young J. Allen’? Who can determine the 
measure of the increase of the labors of St. Paul, 
the apostle? 

Mr. Lee concluded by eloquently urging his 
hearers to serve God, however humbly, leaving to 
Him the measure of the increase. What that 
would pe, would be known in heaven, where God 
would bestow his rewards upon his faithful ser- 
Vabts. 

At the First Baptist Church, 

Dr. Hawthcrze preached to a large congre- 
gation an impressive, practical sermon on the 
subject of ‘A Woman’s Sermo. and its Fruit.’

For } nearly 2,000 vears this well, dug at little ex- 
pense, has been doing vaiiant service in the cause 
of Christian regeneration. How easy it is to do 
eood, and what great benefits spring fromit' Do 
somcthing to enrich the world. Leave some in- 
heritance of good to coming generations that will 
make men call you  biessed. Jesus did 
more in Samaria in two days than 
in Judeain eight months. And yetin Judea He 
was among His own people and worked miracles. 

In Sameria, among ttrangers, He preached the 

gospel, working no mirac les. This woman was lost 
io virtue, despised, proscribed and loaded with the 
world’s scorn. What chance had she of hoping to 
be believed’ Yet changed from the gloom of de- 
spair to the bloom of hope, with the ardor of a soul 
redeemed, em the light of hope in her eyes and 
the music of in hersoulshe hastened to tbe 
city and to ld bar story. She was believed because 
she knew C hrist, not as a doctrine or acreed, but 
in her heart. ’Tisthis knowledge of Christ that 
gives power tothe preacher. This knowledge of 
Christ measures your power to lead souls to salva- 
tion. Christ’s s glorified person is beyond the ken of 
human eyes, Some may say if they could seeand 
hee»him they wou!d believe. Thousands in Judea 
saw him in all his miraculous power, yet believed 
him not. Blessed are they who have not seen him 
and yet Yelieve. [tis a lowtype of faith that only 
believes some physical manifestation. Thauk (i9d 
for the opportunity given for divine faith, by the 
withdrawal of Christ beyond human vision. Paul 
describes ,the highest quality of faith 
as the assurance of ‘things not seen 
Preaching is better than miracles. 
Christ called the Pharasces, who sought a sign, a 
wicked and adulterous generation. The sign 
seekers are not all dead yet. Insome dark, secret 
abode they may be still found trying to call upthe 
spirits from the vast deep. Christ said the gospel 
must be preached every where as a witvess of Him 
and one evidence of its eflicacy is the change it ef- 
fects in the livesof men. Christ said He must needs 
go through Samaria. There, by alone well, was 
a lost and degraded woman. He must go and seek 
her. Christ is now looking down on this wide, 
wide world of sin, my friencs, ateach of you. He 
comes io you now. Oh, lost sheep, let the good 
sheppard lay you on his shoulders and -bear you 
home. He stands at the well today and cries, “‘Let

At the Second Baptist Church, 


At the Second Baptist church, last night, 
Rev. Dr. Henry McDonald, the pastor, preached 
from the 253d verse of the gospel according to 
Matthew, 16th chapter. 

The sermon was a warning to guard against 
temptations. The preacher showed that Peter, 
whom Christ blessed aud distinguished above the 
other aposties, permitted himself to offer a temp- 
tation and w as prompt ly rebuked. When Christ 
said to Peter, ““Get thee ‘behind me, Satan,’’ he 
recognized the personality of Satan in the a) vostie. 
The moods ol men are strange t 
conef?- moment in the full enjoyment 
of spiritual blessings, at the next cast down with 
doubt and sin. The experience of men teat — 
them not to trust themseves, but te rely on God. 

The preacher said that Christians are often 
tempted to adopt false doctrines. He spoke in vig 
orous janguage of certain ‘ ficdgling ‘pre achers 
whore desire for cheap notoriety ied them to ieach 
false doctrines. Scarcely a false doctrine, he said, 
distu rbed the people but that it originated with 
sore “advanced’’ preacher. 

The Christian’s worst temptations come from his 
friencs. This point was illustrated by Eve’s tem p- 
tation of Adam and the temptation offered Job by 
his wife. The temptations placed in the way of 
their children by so-called Christi ans were passed 
ireview, and then the temptations in business 
life were discussed. especially the temptation to 
acc uire sudden wealth. Incidentally, the preacher 
said thai he was not one of those who joininthe 
cry egatnmst the rich, nor did he have emnity 
against the poor. He wanted fair play for both 
classes, 

The religion of out Lamy was spoken of, anda 
strong plea wes made for the gospel in its origsnal 
simplicity. Parade - in church services was Coa- 
demned. 

In conclusion, the preacher urged his hearers to 
stand firm, when tempted, and to say to satan: 

“Get thee behind me.” The only way to meet 
temptation successfully is through faith in Christ 
and perpetual distrust of self. 

After thesermon the preacher baptised a blind 
lad He siezed the oecasion to speak tenderly 
ef -autifully of ict sad alfliction, and, atthe 
same time, to pointout that even those most wo- 
fully helpless may tind in Christ a never failing 
support and comfort.
